the death of Albert Schmitt, the death 
list from Saturday's cyclone will reach 
nine, Schmitt was found bxiried under 
pevcral tons of hay late Saturday after- 
noon, horribly cut about the legs and in- 
testines. His father and two sisters had 
been instantly killed and his life was de- 
spaired of from the first. 


Reports from the storm swrpt district 


today show that the loss estimated at 
$750,1)00 to $1,000,000, is a)bout correct. 
The stricken families suffered intensely j 
from the oold wave of Saturday night | 
mid yesterday and while the majority of 
them found shelter in neighboring farm 
houses which escaped the storm's fury, 
their condition is pitiable. In some casea, 
'prosperous farmers of Saturday are to- 
.day penniless. 
Their farms are gone, 


crops ruined, and stock dead or 
dying. 


The' intense cold which followed tho cy- 
clone increased the loss. The tempera- 
ture dropped from 74 to 11 degrees above 
zero in about a dozen hours. 


Homes Improvised. 


In many cases, temporary homos have. 


been constructed under the remains of 
hay mows and even hen coops are being 
utilized. 


The cyclono district 
extended 
from 


Broadhead, 'twenty miles west of this 
city, to a point about four milen beyond 
Milton, which is 12 miles oftst of this 
city, making a total distance of about 34 
to 35 miles and about a quarter of a milo 
wide is swept entirely clear of all build- 
ings and signs of life.

CHICAGO. Nov. 13—Nearly a score of 


deaths, sovcral million dollars property 
loss and much suffering and inconven- 
ience resulted from the violent change of 
temperature, the preceding storms and 
the succeeding cold «-nd snow "that beset 
tho'central portion of tho country on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


After an unusually wavni November 


day on Saturday tornadic storms did 
much damage in Wisconsin and Illinois 
and killed a do/en persons, besides injur- 
ing more than a score, several fatally. 


Cold Follows Storm 


A cold w:ivr almo-it {immediately roll- 


ed over tho wreckage of the tornadoes 
and extended itself in a few hours to tho 
gulf coast and to the Atlantic seaboard. 
Rain turned to sleet, snapping telegraph 
and telephone wires, anrl snow followed.

places more than CO degrees in eighteen 
hours. 


Secvra.1 persons were fro7.cn to death 


by the sudden cold, shipping on the great 
Inkcs was damaged and several boats 
were cast adrift.

Cold Snap General 


Reports that camo from all p'arts of

Tornado Was a Twister 


The cyclone was of tho "twister" va- 


riety, 
it originated in the vicinity of 


Orfordville, twelve miles southwest of 
Janesville, traveled northeast for sev- 
eral miles and then turned to the cast, 
missing this city by a narrow margin. 
Its forccc wns sppnt near Milton. The 
greatest damage tfas dor.o near the<point 
of origin and at Milton. 


The cyclone was accompanied by 
a. 


driving rain. There had been a 
high 


wind all day Saturday, and this con- 
tinued throughout the night. 
The cy- 


clone lasted only a few minutes. Al- 
though it, occurred at about 2:30 in the 
afternoon it wns as dark as night- The 
blinding downpour made search for the 
dead and dying a torriblc task. 


Of the Sclmiidt family, three-quarters 


of a mile east of Hanover, there is only 
one survivor. He is Albert Schmidt, the 
14 yoar old boy. Physicians say he can 
not recover. He lies on a cot and moans, 
little suspecting that father and sisters 
are dea'd. All day Sunday he talked in- 
coherently about football and mentioned 
many playmates by name. 


Alice Schmidt, who kept house for her 


father, and her younger sister, were in 
the house when the cyclone struck. It 
is" belioved they threw their arms about 
each other and died together. The bodies 
were blown across the road, the house 
being demolished over their heads. Their 
necks were broken, skulls fractured and 
it required two men to pull the 
half 


buried bodies from the ground. Anton 
Schmidt, the father, the boy Albert and 
a tramp1 wore in the barn. The tramp, 
who was not injured, says Mr. Schmidt, 
wag blown from the barn door. 
His 


body was found in the hog yard. 


The boy was buried in the debris and 


received internal injuries. 


People in Hanover were informed of 


the fate of the Schmidts by the strang- 
er. 


Search for tlie bodies was instituted at 


once, lanterns being used. The remains 
of the sisters worn found two hours 
Inter. The dead were taken to the home 
of a neighbor, Mrs. E. G. Brown. Her 
homo was turned 
into a 
temporary 


morgue and hospital, the son being car- 
ried there, also. 


Bride was Killed 


Mrs. Elizabeth Proedeo, a bride of a 


fr>w months, was instantly killed when 
tlK> house was carried away. Her hus- 
band stood in tho barn door, saw the 
house carried away and discovered 
the 


body of his bride after tho cyclone had 
passed. The Proedces lived ncnr Orford- 
ville. 


Loo Lentz, 10 years old, was blown 


from n new barn which he was helping 
erect for Jiimes Little, 'six miles north- 
east of Hanover. His father, Theodore 
Lentz, who was also working on the 
barn, was uninjured. 


Near Milton there was one death, that 


of Helen Austin. 5 years old, daughter of 
Alfred Austin, a rich farmer. Three oth- 
ers were in the house when the cyclone 
struck it, but Helen was the only one 
killed^ ;Mrs.j Austin was seriously" m-' 
jured and it was thought for a time sho 
would die. She regained consciousness 
Sunday morning and physicians say she 
will not die. Her sister, Miss Elizabeth 
Hume, was also badly mirt. but will re- 
cover. Helen's sister, Florence wn« bnd- 
ily bruised, her collar hone being broken.

Appleton, a city of 18,000 known for 


years as an educational, musical, dairy 
nnd manufacturing center, has as good 
municipal government as any city in 
Wisconsin. 
There had never been any 


charge of graft iind seldom of incompe- 
tency, but the. people were not satisfied, 
the politioHinja ran the city as they do 
nearly everywhere else, and the people 
realized the "system" was wrong but 
nothing better was offered. 


The city was normally Republican but 


frequently elected a J)ernocnitic mayor 
and council on some local issue. 
The 


citizens of Appleton are noted for being 
conservative. 
They are slow to take, 


hold of anything, but onoe they make 
up their minds, nothing will stop them 
until they have accomplished their pur- 
pose. 


Makes Trip Through South 


Thus it was tlmt Appleton realized 


that a chai'.ge was needed from the old 
aldermanic system of municipal govern- 
ment and v/iia ready to listen to the pos-

progressive citizen, was the first to sug- 
gest the adoption of commisison govern- 
ment.

The ecu fighting force of the United 


States which paraded in review before 
President William H. Taft in New York 
harbor last week, is a navy in which wo, 
Americans, feel a just pride.
